the more important points involy- 
ed in slaughtering and curing pork. 
There are several methods of farm 
Curing, but the dry cure is most 
commonly used, In this method 
the hog is killed, bled out, dress- 
ed, and the meat thoroughly 
chilled, 

The meat is then cut and rubbed 
with salt or a curing mixture and 
packed down in a box or barrel. 
It is considered good practice to 
fake up the meat and repack it 
after about a week and again at 
the end of another week to ten 
days. Hams and shoulders from 
hogs weighing 200 to 250 pounds 
cure in about five weeks, but when 
these cuts are taken from larger 
hogs they should remain in cure 
& week or two longer, 

Bacon is usually cured at the 
end of three weeks. Many farm- 
ers use salt alone for the curing 
agent. If sugar and saltpeter are 
mixed with the salt the flavor of 
the meat is improved and its red 
color is retained. A mixing of 
this kind may be made by using 
three pounds of sugar and thres 
ounces of saltpeter with each 12 
Lounds of salt. After the meat is 
cured it may be smoked with hard 
woods such as oak or hickory 

So many factors are involved in 
farm meat curing that it is diffi- 
cult to control them and avoid all 
losses. However, in the use of the 
dry cure chances of spoilage are 
greatly reduced by the following 
practices: 

1. Selection of a killing date 
that is likely to be followed by 
cold weather. 

2. Use of medium size hogs. 

83. Care to avoid overheating 
the animal before slaughter. 

4. Thorough bleeding. 

5. Cleanliness in dressing and 
handling the meat. 

6. Thorough chilling by natur- 
al or artificial means. 


7. Stuffing the salt or curing 


mixture well around the bone and 


packing each piece of meat so 


that it is completely surrounded 
by the salt or curing mixture. 

8. Allowing the meat to re- 
main in cure until it is well cured. 

9. Care while smoking the 
cured meat to avoid overheating it. 

Getting hogs in good condition 
for slaughtering is one of the 
main points in successful butcher- 
ing, says F. W. Burns, extension 
livestock specialist. : 

The best pork, he reports, comes 
from hogs that are neither too 
young nor too old, too fat or too 
thin. 

Butcher hogs should be well fin- 
ished. A well finished hog weigh- 
ing from 200 to 250 pounds pro- 
duces the most satisfactory pork 
for curing on the farm. 

Smooth, evenly fleshed animals 
produce a better meat, and will 
cut up with less waste than coarse, 
rough, wrinkled and flabby ones. 
They also have a more tender, fin- 
er textured product with the right 
proportion of fat and lean. 

Hogs that are gaining in weight 
are usually the healthiest and will 
make the best meat. However, the 
loss of a few pounds in shipping 


before butchering will not lower 


the quality of the meat. 

The muscles of a thin hog are 
tough. They lack the flavor and 
juiciness found in a well marbled 
piece of meat. 

Extremely fat, heavy hogs can- 
not be converted into the best, 
quailty cured pork. 

Although hogs may be slaugh- 
tered at any age, meat from 
young pigs is watery and soft and 
does not have the flavor and 
keeping qualities of meat from 
animals a little older,

What This Means 'To You 
This means that if you work in 
some factory, shop, mine, mill, 
store, office or almost any other 
kind of business or industry, you 
will be earning benefits that will 
come to you later on. From the 
time you are 65 years old, or 
more, and stop working, you will 


require- 


gel a Government check every 
month of your life, if you have 
worked some time (one day or 
‘nore) in each of any five years 


after 1936, and have earned during 
that time a total of $2,000 or 
more. 

The checks will come to you as 
a right. You will get them re- 
gardless of the amount of proper- 
ty or income you may ‘h ve. They 
are what the law calls “Old-Age 
Benefits” under the Social Securi- 
ty Act, If you prefer to keep on 
working after you are 65, the 
monthly checks from: the Govern- 
ment will begin coming to you 
whenever you decide to retire, 

The Amount Of Your Checks 

How much you will get when 
you are 65 years old will depend 
entirely on how much you earn in 
wages from your 
business employment between Jan- 
uary ist, 19387, and your 65th 
birthday. A man or woman who 
gets good wages and has a steady 


job most of his or her life can 
get as much as $85 a month for 
life after age 65. The least you 
can get in monthly benefits, if| 
you come under the law at all, 


is $10 a month. 
If You Are Now Young—Sup- 
pose you are making $25 a week 


and are young enough now to go 


on working for 40 years. If you 
make an average of $25 a week 
for 52 weeks in each year, 


will be $53 a month for the rest 
of your life,

If You Are Now Middle-Aged— 


But suppose you are about 55 
years old now and have 10 years 
to work before you are 65. Sup- 
pose you make only $15 a week 
on the average. When you stop 
work at age 65 you will get a 
check for $19 each month for the 
rest of your life. If you make $25 
a week for 10 years, you will get 
a little over $23 a month from the 
Government as long as you live 
after your 65th birthday. 

If You Should Die Before Age 
65—If you should die before you 
begin to get your monthly checks, 
your family will get a payment 
in cash, amounting to 314 cents on 
every dollar of wages you have 
earned after 1936. If, for exam- 
ple, you should die at age 64, and 
if you had earned $25 a week for 
10 years before that time, your 
family would receive $455. On the 
other hand, if you have not work- 
ed enough to get the regular 
monthly checks by the time you 
are 65, you will get a lump sum, 
or if you should die your family 
or estate would get a lump sum. 
The amount of this, too, will be 


342 cents on every dollar of wages 
you earn after 1936. 
Taxes 

The same law that provides 


these old-age benefits for you and 
other workers, sets up certain new 
taxes to be paid to the United 
States Government. These taxes 
are collected by the Bureau* of In- 
ternal Revenue of the U. S. Treas-

a year. Twenty-six million other 
workers and their employers will 
be paying at the same time, 

After the first four years—that 
is to say, beginning in 1940—you 
will pay, and your employer will 
pay, 14% cents for each dollar you 
earn, up to $3,000 a year, This 
will be the tax for three years, and 
then, beginning in 1¥43, you will 
pay 2 cents, and so will your em- 
ployer, for every dollar you earn 


for the next three years, After 
that, you and your eiaployer will 
each pay half a cent more for 


three years, and finally, beginning 
in 1949, twelve years from now, 
you and your employer will each 
pay 3 cents on each dollar you 
earn, up to $3,000 a year. ‘That 
is the most you will ever pay. 

Your Employer's Part Of The 
Tax—The Government will collect, 
both of these taxes from your 
employer, Your part of the tax 
will be taken out of your pay. The 
Government will collect from your 
employer an equal amount out of 
his own funds. 

This will go on just the same 
if you go to work for another em- 
ployer, so long as you work in a 
factory, shop, mine, mill, office, 
store, or other such place of busi- 
ness. (Wages earned in employ- 
ment as farm workers, domestic 
workers in private homes, Gov- 
ernment workers, and on a few 
other kinds of jobs are not sub- 
ject to this tax.) 

Old- Age Reserve Account— 
Meanwhile, the Old-Age Reserve 
fund in the United States Treas- 
ury is drawing interest, and the 
Government guarantees it will 
never earn less than 3 per cent. 
This means that 3 cents will be 
added to every dollar in the fund 
each year. 

Maybe your employer has an 
old-age pension plan for his em- 
ployees. If so, the Government’s 
old-age benefit plan will not have 
to interfere with that. The em- 
ployer can fit his plan into the 
Government plan. 

What you get from the Govern- 
ment plan will always be more 
than you have paid in taxes and 
usually more than you can get for 
yourself by putting away the 
same amount of money each week 
in some other way.
